Guard Train on the Baltimore and Ohio Is 


the lawless element called out by the inflence 
of Dictator Debs. The damage in the initial 
instance is not great, but the incident in it- 
self is an intimation of what may be ex- 
pected. A guard train on the Baltimore and 
Ohio last evening ran over a.large quantity of 
dynamite this side of South Chicago and it 
exploded with a terrific report. No special 
damage was done, however, and no one was 
injured, although the shock deafened 
the engine men and nearly threw the train 
from the rails. The military detachment on 
guard at the Grand Central Station is com- 
posed of Company F, Tenth Infantry, from 
Fort Leavenworth, in command of Capt. 
Stretch. Last evening a detachment in 
command of Lieut. Dalton preceded 
the 6:45 east-bound express on the 
Baltimore and Ohio, dccupying two coaches. 
While running at a lively rate and just as the 
train reached Commercial avenue, a point 
two miles north of South Chicago, 
the engine struck the © explosives, 
and there was a deafening report. 
The shock was felt by every one on the 
train, and the guards on the rear platform 
were nearly thrown from their seats. The 
passenger train was following close behind, 
and both trains stopped. No damage beyond 
the disturbance of some trivial parts of the 
locomotive had resulted, and as no one .was 
near both trains proceeded on their way. For 
two miles along this part of the track 
the country is sparsely settled, and 
there is no patrol of any sort. On

TROOPS COULD SOON BE MOBILIZED. 


Miles Holds His Regulars Where 
They Can Be Reached if Needed. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles now has his troops so 
disposed that he can mobilize them in an 
hour. As to just how many men he has at 
call the General is reticent. 

Men have come to n in various guises to 
get that information,” said the General. and 
I have good reason to believe some of them 
were not éxactly friends. This is part- 
ly the reason for the strict orders 
I have issued that no civilian 
be allowed within the lines. Ihave been 
obliged to refuse every aapplication and in 
no case will this order be changed. 

As to the general situation, I consider it 
greatly improved. Reports from officers and 
the railroads show an absence of trouble. 
Trains are moving freely and the disorderly 
crowds which infested the southwest district 
seein to have entirely disappeared.”’ 

Adjutant-General Martin of the department 
headquarters reports.a large number of vol- 
unteers now on duty at Chicago. are 
men who have resigned from the active army 
list to enter civil life, but who are subject to 
return when called upon in time of need. 
There has been no call for these men,“ said 
Adjutant-General Martin, but it is pleasing 
and surprising to see the many telegrams we 
have receivea asking if their services are 
needed. Many of the men have come on to 
Chicago and asked for assignment to duty. 
We had use for them and have assigned theni 
to duty in connection with headquarters and 
camps, using many of them as aids.”’ 

Gen. Miles denies that he has received any 
telegram from Supreme Justice Jackson ask- 
ing for escort into Chicago. The story was 
that Howell E. Jackson, Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, was lying 
dangerously ill in a private car at Louisville. 
Ky. He was represented to have telegraphed 
Gen. Miles asking fora company of United 
States troops to escort his car to Chicago. 
Gen. Miles said last night: | 

I have received no message from Justice 
Jackson, neither have I sent one to him. 
Some railroad man came to me and stated 
the circumstances; I believe I said I did not 
see how I could send a company to escort the 
Justice. Our object is rather to clear the 
roads for the general public than to benefit 
the individual.” 

Brig.-Gen. Wheeler is satisfied the A. R. U. 
trouble is growing less serious. 

No trouble has been reported from any 
point,“ said Gen. Wheeler yesterday. As 
far as the Stock- Yards is concerned the block- 
ade is over. The First and Second Régiments 
have attended to that and have been ably 
helped by the Hussars. The situation has 
shown so great an improvement that I have 
lessened*the guard in certain places. There is 
no doubt the situation is adjusting itself, but 
I propose to keep the State troops on guard 
probably for two weeks longer.”

It Hed Been Placed in the Iilinois Cen- 
tral Shop Opposite Burnside and Was 
Found by a Guard Tuesday Night=Facts 
Leak Out Despite Efforts te Keep the 
Incident a Secret<Quiet Day at Fall- 
manMilitary Force Increased by De- 
tall from Stock-Yards. | | 

Despite the strenuous efforts to keep ita 
profound secret, the fact leaked out last even- 
ingat Pullman that a plot to biow up the 

Illinois Central shop, opposite Burnside, in 

which Col, .Turner’s headquarters were 

located until Tuesday, had been discovered 
and frustrated. Tuesday night one of the 
guards on duty in the shops found what was 
believed to have been a dynamite bomb lying 
among a lot of engines about the center of 
the buildings which covers nearly half an acre 
of ground and contains much valuable ma- 
chinery. The bomb wasa cast-iron tube three 


inches in diameter, eighteen inches long, and 
closed at either end with hardwood plugs. 
There was a fuse in one end. It was picked 

up tenderly by the guard, carried to head- 

quarters and turned over to Coi. Turner. He 
had it delivered at once ta the police, and 
by them the thing was taken away from Burn- 
side, but to what place could not be learned. 
When Col. Turner was asked for information 
concerning the find he begged to be excused 
from discussing the matter, but did not deny 
the story. He said, however, that the use of 
dynamite might be expected any moment, 

and an evidence of his fears in that direction 
was shown when he had every nook and cor- 
ner of the Hotel Florence carefully 
searched immediately after establishing 
his headquarters in that house, A 
strict order was also issued to the men at 
Pullman, Burnside, Grand Crossing, and all 

other posts to thoroughly examine the places 
where bombs would be most likely to be de- 
posited, and the guard in and about the shops 

was increased both day and night. Had 
the bomb exploded where ſouad it would not 
only have completely destroyed the plant but 
blown everything to pieces within half a mile 
of the place. It wasan ugly and exceedingly 
dangerous-looking instrument. 

A report was received yesterday at the Illi- 
nois Central headquarters that au attempt 
had been made to place dynamite under the 
trestie at Seventy-ninth street. The person 
suspected of this intention was driven away 
by the guards.

No addi- 
tional indietments against Debs or any of his 
associates were turned into court, but it is 
stated that evidence against a number of men 
implicating them in violation of the Federal 
mail and inter-State laws was practically com- 
pleted and that indictments will be drawn up 
today or tomorrow. 
ditional indictments are certain to be f 
against Debs. Government officials said there 
might not be altoge ther more 
than twenty-five indictments, but 
a number of ‘these - would be 
omnibus ihdictments containing several 
names. The number of persons to be pre- 
sented is not yet known, Many warrants 
have been swarn out. - 

Debs yesterday appeared before Judge 
Grosscup with his attorney and secured an 
order for the return of his private papers 
seized with the records of the American Rail- 
way Union Tuesday afternoon. | 

Shortly after 10 o’clock Debs walked past 
the groups of Deputy Marshals guarding the 
entrance to the Federal Building, and in com- 
pany with Attorney E. S. Gregory rode up in 
the elevator to Judge Grosscup’s court-room. 
The Judge was heat ing a case, but gave Mr. 
Gregory un opportunity to state his mission. 
The latter told the coyrt that papers and let- 
ters which were the private property of Debs 
had been taken by Deputy White when he 
served the subpoena duces tecum in the 
American Railway Union headquarters in the 
Ashland Block. He desired to ask the court 
to order their return. Judge Grosscup sent 
for District-Attorney Milchrist, and when the 
latter came said: 

J understand from statements published in 
the newspapers that among books and papers 
taken from this defendant there were private 
letters, some of which were still unopened. 
I wanfto know the truth about the matter.“ 

“It ie true,“ said the District Attorney, 
“that the books and papers in Mr. Debs’ 
office were seized by government officers and 
some of them ara private papers, but since 
they came into the on of the govern- 
ment the papers have been locked up in the 


vault in my office and have not been inter- 


fered-with by any one.“ 
Debs Gets His Letters Back. 


Mr. Debs,” said the court, stands ac- 
cused in this court ofa grave crime, but he 
has all: the rights of a private citizen. His 
private affairs are not to be inquired into, and 
if you have in your possession any private 
papers or letters or other documents of that 
character it is your duty to return them and 
without making auy copies of them, If there 
is any question as to the character of any of 
the papers, whether they are private or not, 
the District Attorney will bring them before 
the court. 

Mr. Milchrist said the officers who made 
the seizure had taken papers which they 
should not have seized owing to the excite- 
ment of the moment and not to any desire to 
disregard. private rights. The papers, Mr. 
Milchrist said, had not been copied nor the 
sealed letters opened. Debs said he was sat- 
isfied with the statement of the District Attor- 
ney. 1 desire to thank urt,“ he saia, 
for the kindness and consideration and the 
protection given me.“ 

Debs and his attorney then went with Dis- 
r into the latter’s pri- 
vate office. bundle ot papers and books 
brought in Tuesday by Deputy White and Iu- 
spector Stuart was opened and the contents 
spread on the table. It took Debs half an 
hour to select the papers which he said were 
his private property. The remaini docu- 
ments were bundled up and repla in the 
vault. Debs left the building and the District- 
Attorney went back to the grand jury room.

The 
jurors listened attentively to the evi- 
dence, which included newspaper articles that 
the witnesses had writted, At 5:15 o'clock 
the grand jury adjourned to meet at 10 
o'clock this morning without returning any 
indictments. Mr. Milchrist said there would 
be none returned this morning, but that some 
will probably be taken into court later in the 
day. He said that additional indictments will

Alrea the stoppage of the high- 
ways in other States has bed many of 
our Alabama farmers of the reward of their 

toil, stoppedthe wheelsof many of our indus- 

tries, thrown hundreds of our mechanics and 

artisans out of amployment, advanced the price 

of the necessities of life, and brought want and 

starvation tothe doocs of the poor. He little 

knows the people of Alabama who thinks they 

will tamely submit toa further aggravation of 
all their ills by the stoppage of their own high- 

ways, or doubts that swift and s pubiic | 
condemnation awaits those who, in time of de- 
pression, inflict useless and careless injury on 
their own people. Is it wise or safe to follow 
leaders who counsel movements which lead to 
such results? 

As long as men exercise their legal right to re- 
frain from work, though it temporarily stops our 
highways and without just cause inflicts 
untold injury upon communities and classes, 
the law is powerless to interfere with them, 
but it is not powerless if they seek to 
prevent ethers from opening these high 
ways. I, therefore, enjoin upon all citizens not 
to molest or injure those who may remain at 
work, and solemnly warn ali who attempt such 
interference that the fullest protection will he 
given all who work upon railroads, and that the 
whole power of the civil and military arms of 
the government will be unsparingly used to pre- 
vent and punish all efforts, by threats or violence, 
to hinder or delay the regular er- ot freight 
or passenger trains upon any of the railroads in 
this State, and I specially call the attention of 
all who may be disposed to attempt it to sum- 
mary powers which Sec. 4,707 of the Code of 
Alabama confers upon its authorities for the 
quelling and dispersion of riots, mobs, and un- 
lawful assemblies. 

I do further enjoin upon all civil magistrates 
and request all other law-abiding citizens to re- 
port at once to the nearest peace officer all who 
threaten violence to persons and property or in- 
cite unlawful assembiies, and I earnestly suggest 
that the people meetin their respective com- 
munities and make known their purpose to sus 
tain the law of the land and express their con 
demnation of the efforts now bei made te 
blockade our highways and work suffering and 
ill to our people, tothe end that no effort be 
spared tosave our State from the turbulence, 
bioodshed, and anarchy which now distress some 
of our sister Commonwealths.

REVOLUTIONARY STRIKE. 

Aithough Mr. Sovereign has no power per- 
sonally to order out Knights of Labor, doubt- 
less a large number of them in this city and 
many in other cities will follow the advice he 
has given them and discard their jobs and 
wages, for his urgent advice is tantamount to 
a demand. What will be the inevitable out- 


come of aidmg and abetting this strike against 


the community who have nothing to de with 
the, Pullman dispute? 

On the 26th of Jane Debs and his fellow- 
strikers declared their boycott against 
Pullman cars, anda day or two later began 
calling out members of their unions on vari- 
ous roads and all who sympathized with their 
union, with the avowed purpose of tying up 
the trains and leaving them without power to 
move the commerce and mails of the Nation. 
Gradually the tie-up spread southwest to St. 
Louis and Kansas City, thence to San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, east to Detroit, 
Toledo, and Cleveland, south to Cincinnati 
and Birmingham, Ala., and north to St. Paul. 
It also covered intermediate points and all 


important crossings and junctions in Illinois. 


and Indiana. Switchmen, firemen, and train. 
men quit their posts or were bulldozed and 
maltreated, and in many places violence was 
resorted to. 

Two weeks have passed and what is now the 
situation? Speaking moderately of all the 
men who threw up their jobs or were intimi- 
dated to quit work and obeyed the order of 
Boss Debs, 50 to 60 per cent have returned to 
their work or have filed strong applications 
for reémployment when it is ready for them. 
Every twenty-four hours a considerable addi- 
tional fraction of strikers is coming back and 
asking for their vacated positions. In some 
towne ali have returned, in others two-thirds 
of the men, and in all some portion of them 
are back at work. 

This will be the inevitable result of Sover- 
eigu's Knights of Labor strike against the 
community and the business public. It will 
work tothe end in precisely the same way. A 
large number will obey the absurd, brainless 
command to vacate their jobs and ubandon 
their pay, and then every day that pusses 
their regret for their foolishness will 
be stronger. Not twenty-four hours will 
pass before some of them will want to get 
back to the abandoned positions, as the rail- 
road men aredoing, and conclude that they 
have no grievances of their on and that 
Debs’ and Sovereign’s strike is none af their 
affair but simply a senselessarrangement or- 
dered by salaried organizers of anarchy for 
the purpose of injuring the employing classes. 

The Building Trades Union numbers 26,- 
000 men, and those of them at work are get- 
ting from $2 to $4 per day. If they should 
all go out it would represent a loss to them- 
selves of at least $75,000 per day in cold 
cash. The buildings can wait. Tho men who 
have furnished the money to construct them 
are in no particular hurry under the present 
circumstances. The contractors are willing 
to take a rest. They do not care to go on un- 
til they know what the outcome of the strike 
will be. Building will stop and the money to 
pay the 26,000 idle men will remain in bank. 
Every twenty-four hours the men will lose 
$75,000 of wages. The builders will not suf- 
fer. The loss for them consists merely in 
keeping their money idle for awhile. It will 
not distress them if no buildings are erected 
in the next six months. But every twenty- 
four hours the workmen will lose their time 
and pay. They will be out of pocket of need- 
ed money. 

The same rule will apply to all other 
trades which obey the crazy, revolutionist 
Sovereign. Every man of them will be in the 
same fix. He will strike against his own pay. 
He will lose his Wages and go with empty 
pockets. Meanwhile his expenses will not 
stop, his rent will become due, his money and 
credit will be wasted, the wives and children 
will suffer, and he pinched by want and hun- 
ger. Under these circumstances .some sym- 
pathetic strikers will strive to get back to the 
pay-rolls they have abandoned in the shortest 
and quickest way. 

That will be the outcome of this crazy 
strike. The men will see that they have beon 
fooled and victimized by Debs and Sovereign. 
If 100,000 of them go out they will come 
back in crowds every day after this week. 
They will see that their employers are not hurt 
or ruined, and that they can live, because they 
have the money which was to have been paid 
to strikers. They will see that they cannot 
pass the hat round among their employers for 
charity while they are out willfully and with- 
out any grievance against their employers. 
The Sovereign strike will end as the Debs 
strike is ending—in total and irretrievable 
failure. 


NATIONAL REGULATION OF PULLMAN 


CARS. 

There was great unanimity of sentiment 
among the leading men at Washington who 
were interviewed by Tus Txtsune corre- 
spondent as to the power of Congress to leg- 
islate for the reduction of the charges tor 
Puilman cars used in inter-State traffic. 

Secretary Gresham, who is a great law- 
yer, said that ‘‘ unquestionably Congress had 
the right to make rates on those cars just as 
“it regulated inter-State passenger and 
** freight traffic, and it would not overstep its 
„ powers were it to pass an act at this time 
providing for a material reduction of pas- 
„ senger car rates. The Secretary said fur- 
ther that under the circumstances there is 
but one thing for Mr. Pullman to do, and that 
is to resign the Presidency of the Pullman 
company, as his usefulness has been impaired 
by his present obstinacy.” 

Senator Sherman said that “No one who 
has ever given the subject any careful thought 
doubts the power of Congress to legislate on 
this subject, particularly az it is an inter-State 
affair."” 

Senator Culloy:, whose name is connected 
sO intimately with the inter-State commerce 
law, said: There can be no doubt of the 
fact that sleeping car companies can be regu- 
lated by law under the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. They may be regulated as 
cominon carriers are regulated, becayse they 
are in effect common carriers themselves. 

Speaker Crisp was of the same opinion. 
So far Congress has not dealt with the ques- 
tion, but under the law I do not see how any 
valid objection could be raised against a re- 
duction of rates of the Pullman company on 
the ground that it is engaged in inter-State 
commerce by the transportation of pas- 
sengers. 

Senator Palmer said: I have mot examined 
closely into the question, but it seems to me, 
however, that Congress has full authority in 
the premises and can fx fares on‘sleeping 
cars exactly as it can fix rates on inter-State

such a bill. It has, I know. many friends in the 
Senate, and had this crisis not happened just in 
the closing month of this. session of Congress I 
have no doubt some such legislation as you have 
indicated would receive the most serious consid- 


eration. 
There is no reason why this bill should not 


be put through, even if the session is drawing 
to a close and Congressmen are anxious to 
get away from Washington. They could not 
return to their constituents bearing a more 
timely or acceptable gift. But if this is not 
done the popular feeling on this subject will 
not have died out by the time Congress reas- 
sembies in December. Aud about the same 
time or a little later the Legislatures of thirty 
or more States will be in session and they 
will begin passing laws to regulate and re 
duce the rates, accommodations, and taxes of 
Pullman sleepers. They wil! attack Pull- 
manism as zealously as they once did Pinker- 
tonism. 


HOPE MACVEAGH DID NOT SAY 80. 

A correspondent of a, city paper says it is 
reported that a few days ago Mr. Franklin 
MacVeagh, the Democratic candidate for the 
Senate, was asked to join with other business- 
men ina telegram to President Cleveland ex 
pressing approval of the firm stand he had 
taken to put down mob rule and secure 
obedience to law, but that he declined to do 
so. The dispatch read as foliows: 

* Curcaco, July 9.— The Hon. Grover Cleve- 
land, Washmgton, D. C.: We congratulate 
you upon your firm stand relative to the 
troubles here, which please all of Chicago. 
In our opinion the permanent solution of 
the difficulty must be by national authority.“ 

Mr. MacVeagh is reported as saying: ‘I 
am of the opinion that in this juncture I 
“should not be asked to sign such a mes- 
„ auge. And, according to the correspond- 
ent, when asked Where do you stand in this 
„ matter?” he replied, * Yuu know I am a 
** candidate, and it would not be wise for me 
„to be mixed up in these local disturb- 
sé ances.’’ 

It is to be hoped that no such conversation 
took place. At such a time as this a man 
who wants to be Senator from Hlinois cannot 
afford to be without opinions. He must be 
one thing or the other thing. When in 1861 
it was necessary to choose between active loy- 
alty and active or passive disloyalty, a great 
Democratic Senator from this State came out 
at once for the Union, and hastened to the 
support of his old antagonist, Lincoln. That 
was the best and noblest act of Senator Doug- 
las life. He did not dream of trying to re- 
main neutral then, and it will be impossible 
for Mr. MacVeagh to try to remain neutral 
now. If Douglas could stand by Lincoln it 
is singular if MacVeagh cannot stand by 
Cleveland, who is his President and the head 
of his own party. The voters want to know 
where MacVeagh is—whether he ig for the 
mob or the government. 


THE FIRST SMART ALECKS. 

One hundred men employed in a bicycle 
factory on the West Side went out Tuésday 
afternoon and have gained whatever glory 
or notoriety there is in being the first of the 
Chicago workingmen to abandon work and 
stop their own wages for the purpose of 
hurting George Pullmen’s tender feel- 
ings. The smart way they went about it was 
to stop the business of the firm that pays 
them wages in order by hurting the firm to 
make it try to hurt the railroads, so that they 
being damaged would be coerced into try- 
ing to bulidoze Pullman to reémploy his 
strikers who walked out because he refused to 
pay them the old high protection wages un- 


der the low protection policy of the party 


they had helped vote into power, On the 
credit side is this notoriety. On the debit 
side is the loss of wages amounting to about 
$200 or $250 a day. Do the ac. 
counts balance? It is the idea” of the 
men that their employer "will be 0 
hurt. by their going out that he will 
bunt around to find some way of harmmg 
Mr. Pullman or that he will attack some one 
else to make that somebody thump Pullman. 
The men forget that while they are out $250 
a day their employers lose simply their 
profits during the time the shop is idle. The 
plant remains. The raw materials will not 
spoil in the storehouse, The money the firm 
has in the bank which would have gone to 
pay their wages will remain where it is till 
their sympathy epidemic is over. But these 
bundred men with their wives and children 
are losing what they never can get back 
again. A day’s wage thrown away never 
can be regained. While these hundred work. 
men are strutting up and down saying proud- 
ly, We were the first to strike against our 
bread and butter the old employés at Pull- 
man will be asking what good this does them, 
and George Pullman when he reads the dis- 
patch will wonder what these bicycle men are 
striking for when he does not use a bicycle 
and had no idea of buying one.

THE NORTH ANDSOUTH UNITED AGAINST 
ANARCHY. 

The Senate of the United States did much 
to redeem itself in public estimation Tuesday. 
There was before that body a resolution of- 
fered by the Populist Kyle asking the Gener- 
al Government to emasculate itself by de- 


priving itself of the power to punish offenses | 


against ite own laws and its own citizens — 
to take from the President some of his right- 
ful powers and give them to * Anarchist 
President Debs. 

The two speeches against this resolution 
were made by men who served through the 
war which was fought to decide whether this 
country was to be under one government or 
under two or more. One of these men was 
Senator Davis of Minnesota, a soldier in the 
Union army. The other was Senator Gor- 
don of Georgia, who began at Sumter and did 
not let up tili Appomattox. 

The Northern Senator described the acts of 
lawle4sness which had been committed and 
pointed out that the greatest victims were 
the farmers of the United States, He said: 

They did not want inter-State commerce inter- 
rupted. Untii the question of wages was settled 
the constituents of Peffer and Kyle could not 
market their products. No interest had been so 
greatly affected as the farming interests by this 
strike, which is a treasonable attack upon the 
commeéree of the United States, It was time that 
such action should be taken to put down the ris- 
ing tide of anarchy that threatens to ingulf the 
City of Chitago. The military power of the coun- 
try was at last necessarily called upon to put 
down the lawlessness. — 

Debs, he said, was a nuisance, and should 
be abated. His utterances were an invitation 
to bleedshed. To pass Kyle’s resolution 
would be to make the United wate a partner 
in lawlessness. ~ 

There was no mistaking U Gordon's 
sentiments. He fought to the finish against 
the unity of American Government and the 
enforcement of all United States laws over 
all men in all parts of the United States, and 
disastrously lost his cause. The experiment 
was a tremendous failure, and he does not 
want to see it repeated by any rection of 
the Union or class of people. Speaking for 
himself and his section he said: 

I stand here not as a Southern man, but as an 
American citizen, to proclaim, and I would that 
my voice could ring through the heart and con- 


science of every lawbreaker on this continent, 
that the men who wore the gray from 1861 to

by side with the men who wore the other uniform, 
following that same flag in upholding the dignity 
of the republic over which it floats and of évery 
law upon ite statute books.

Senator Davis spoke of the injury done the 
farmers by Debsism. Senator Gordon agreed 


with him, saying: 

The distinguished Senator from Minnesota (Mr.

Senator Daniel of Virginia offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was yesterday passed 
by a practically ununimous vote, upholdmg 
and commending the action of the Presi- 
dent. 


The resolution was 2; follows: 

Resived, That the Senate indorses the prompt 
and orous measures adopted by the President 
of the United States and the members of his ad- 
ministration to repulse and repress by military 
force the interference of the lawless men with 
the due process of laws of the United States, and 
withthe transportation of the mails of the United 
States, and with commerce among the States, It 
is within the plain constitational authority of 
the Gongress of the United States “to regulate 


commerce with foreign nations and among 


the # several States, and with Indian 
tribes,” to establish postoflices and post roads 
and to ordain and establish inferior courts,” and 
the judicial power extends to all cases in law and 
equity arising under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States. It is the duty of the Presi- 
dent under the Constitution to take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed,” and to this end 
it is provided that he shall be Commander. in- 
Chief of the army and navy of the United States, 
and of the militia of the several States when 
called into the actual service of the United 
States. 

It is treason against the United States for a 
citizen to levy war against them. or to adhere to 
their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 
Those who combine to use force to assail or re- 
sist the constituted authorities of the United 
States, civil or military. should be warned of the 
magnitude of their offense; and those who carn 
honest bread by honest toil and do nothing more 
detrimental to their interests than to show them 
any sort of counténancé in their lawless course. 
The action of the President and bis administra- 
tion has the full sympathy and support of the 
law-abiding maseo of the people of the United 
States, o Will be supported by all depart- 
ments of the government and by the power and 
resources of the entire Nation.

A conTEMPORARY notes the fact that thieves, 
burglars, and other bad characters are com- 
ing to Chicago in considérable numbers from 
other places.

Nat- 
urally they ekpect favorable opportunities to 
operate, as they think the members of the po- 
lice force are not able to protect residences 
and stores and watch for confidence men on 
the streets if engaged in looking after the 
safety of railroad property. Then they will 
calculate on comparative immunity from the 
fact that men who have thrown up their situ- 
ations may be suspected of robbery when that 
is reported. As the street crowd is a favora- 
ble scene of operations for the pickpockets, 
so times of popular excitement and labor 
strikes invite the lawless elements from other 
places in much the same way that vultures 
are attracted to.the feast provided for them 
by a battle. The leaders of the strike move- 
ment may be correct.in claiming that the 
men who follow their dictates do not work all 
the inischief reported, but they nevertheless 
are responsible to some extent for the rest, 
since it is their ill-advised action that invites 
the thugs to come in from other places, Debs 
and his fellow-conspirators are morally re- 
sponsible for all the destruction of life and 
property that has been wrought by mobs in 
this city and at other points since the strike 
against the railroads went into effect, and for 
much other mischief that would have been re- 
ported in ‘the public prints but for the fact 
that the greater strike eVents crowded out 
mention of minor matters.

The 
President is asked, in effect, to use the troops 
to prevent the roads protecting their prop- 
erty.

SHOW STRONG NEED OF A RECEIVER, 


Curious Facts in the Management of Cel- 
ebrated Tin Mining Company. 

New York, July 11.—[Special.}—Some in- 
teresting inside history of the Harney Peak 
Tin Mining, Milling, and Manufacturing com- 
pany was exposed*to public notice in the 
United States Circuit Court this afternoon. 
It came out op argument of a motion made 
on behalf of British stockholders for the 
President and Trustees of the company to 
show cause why the-receivership should not 
be made permanent. The contention of 
the attorney who represented President 
Untermeyer in the management of this cele- 
‘brated tin mining property was that it had 
been managed in the best possible manner, 
and the English capitalists who had cried for 
a receiver had done so in order to craw! out 
of an agreement to advance certain Sums of 
money for the development of the property. 

The attorney for the British stockholders 
who propose looking critically into the affairs 
of the unfortunate enterprise announced 
that when the receiver swooped down 
upon the office, 2 he tound the 
safe locked and all e books hidden 
away from his reach,he had nevertheless come 
across a telltale letter book and the company's 
checkbook had by some oversight, he pre- 
sumed, been left outside of the safe, and 
through them he was able to show additional 
reasons for the appointment of the receiver. 
Against vehement protests the attorney read 
entries from the stubs of the checkbook, 
showing most extraordinary expenditures of 
moneys. 

A dozen zhecks were drawn for sums vary- 
ing from $300 to $1,200 to pay expenses 
of entertaining Lord Thurlow anda party of 
English capitalists, who had been persuaded 
to visit this country two yeurs ago by the 
trustees with a view to induce them to take 
off ot the hands of the trustees some of the 
large blocks of stock which the trustees own. 
One check of $800 was drawn to the order 
of the resident engineer of the mines, 
in South Dakota, to pay for the expenses of 
entertaining the aristocratic visitors at the 
mines. There were two checks to President 
Untermeyer for two visits to England. One 
was for 630.000, and the other for $19,000. 

It was stated by the attorney that in the ten 
years of the company’s existence, although 
$15,000,000 of stock had been issued, the 
total amount of tin taken out of the mines 
was 20,473 pounds, having a commercial 
value of $1,545. Judge Lacombe adjourned 
the hearing until Monday. In the meantime

DEPUTIES AT LADD, ILL, MAKE 
TWENTY-TWO ARRESTS, 


Miners Begin to Apprectate the Fact That 


Taken to Princeton, Where an Attempt 
to Rescue Them Will Be Made=Regu- 
lars Censured for Shooting at Spring 
valley by the Coroner's Jury~May Be 


More Trouble. | 
Lapp, III., July 11.—[Speelal.]— Ten men 
with goods from the looted stores in their 
possession were arrested here today and 
bound over to the grand jury in bonds of 
$1,000 each. No security was furnished and 
the men at daylight will he taken to the coun- 
ty jail at Princeton.

and a posse of fifty deputies is busily engaged 
in bringing in more.

At every corner 
in the town deputies are stationed to prevent 
the rioters from secreting the booty. Forty 
deputies are guarding the City Hall, in which 
the jail is located, and eighty more, divided 


houses and theroughly searching them. Rolls 
of carpets, bolts of dress goods, silks, and 
laces are being found in large quan- 
tities. Other articles are -bunches of 
tin pails, trunks, valises, and fine furniture. 
Sécreted in the gardens, sheds, and barns are 
found articlés of all kind. Early this morn. 
ing some demonstrations were made by the 
Anarchists, but the day has been compara- 
tively quiet. The national banks at this 
place and Spring Valley have resumed. At 
Spring Valley large squads of striking miners 
came into the city early in the morning from 
La Salle, Peru, and other towns, and congre- 
gating in large numbers made a decidedly 
threatening appearance. The militia was called 
on to clear the streets at fixed bayonets on 
many occasions. Several of the miners in 
annoying them at these times had their hands 
and arms severely prodded and lacerated. 
“Old Glory” Run Up. 

At 10 o’clock the American flag, at the sug- 
gestion of Mayor Munger of Princeton, was 
run upat the barracks and at the headquar- 
ters of the deputies in the Anarchist settle- 
ments at both Spring Valley and Seaton ville. 
This action was loudly cheered by the Amer- 
icans and brought out many jeers from the 
alien Anarchists. One of the latter at Seaton- 
ville proposed three cheers for anarchy. He 
was placed under arrest. The Coroner’s jury 
this morning brought in a verdict on the 
death of Dominic Balmer, who was shot while 
ina crowd of stone-throwing. rioters yester- 
day by Federal troops. It says in effect: 

The deceased was engaging in a peaceful and 
lawful occupation at the time, and the use of 
firearms in the hands of the troops was uncalled 
for. The conduct of the troops should be inves- 
tigated by the proper authorities. 

The City Attorney says warrants will be is- 
sued tomorrow. At noon it was decidea to 
hold the funeral at 4:0’clock in the afternoon, 
and a gorgeous procession was the result, It 
consisted of 2,000 men on foot and 230 wom- 
en, forty carriages, four brass bands, and one 
drum corps. banners and regalia of 
miners’ unions were also displayed. © The 
burial was at the cemetery on the Peru Toad, 
one mile east of town. 

A committee of leading citizens of Prince- 
ton called on Sheriff Cox today to urge more 
vigorous protection.

Aid Asked for Locey ville. 

Late tonight Loceyville sent a call for aid 
to all the surrounding towas.

Was Robbing Mulick at Twenty-eighth 
Street and Ashland Avenue, It Is Al- 
leged, When the Victim Grabbed His 


Wespon and Did Quick Service with It, 


An Accomplice Stabbed - Squatter 
Heinrich Secures $1,000 on a Unique 
Claim Other Local News. 


Death came with a rush to Joseph Begian 
yesterday. it is said, while he was robbing 
Peter Mulick at the point of a knife at 
Thirty-eighth street and Ashland. avenue. 
‘ Mulick grabbed the weapon and buried it in 
its. owner’s heart. He died on the ‘spot. 
Patrick English, who is believed by the police 
to have been Beglan's accomplice in tae rob- 
bery, recéived a long gash across the ab- 
domen and was cared for at the County 
Hospital. 
About 3 p. m. Mulick, who lives at No. 
2172 Ashland avenue and works in Swift's 
packing-house, was walking along Ashland 
avenue returning home from work. At 
Thirty-eighth street he says he was stopped 
by two men. One of them ran up to 
him and presenting a long knife 
at his breast -demanded his money. 
Mulick was unarmed and unable to offer any 
resistance. The second man came up behind 
him and struck him on the head with some 
blunt weapon. Mulick was dazed by. the 
blow and, while in this condition, Beglan 
went through his pockets, still holding the 
knife against his breast, and extracted all the 
money that Mulick had, $1.50. 
Muliek is an old soldier. When be saw his 
money being taken from him the spirit 
’ of bis fighting days returned. He seized 

‘Beglan’s knife and wrenched it from his 
grasp. At this moment Beglan struck him a 
violent biow in the mouth and under the ex- 
eitement of the moment he struck at his as-.

Beglan's body was removed to 
his boarding-house, No. 3148 Ashland ave- 
nue. No trace of the other man could be 
found, although blood stains were seen on the 
sidewulk for some distance. 

Malick was locked up and will be held 
pending the Coroner’s inquest. He is 32 

ears old, and an Austrian. He has lived with 

is family at No. 2172 Ashland avenue for 
several years, and has neter been known to be 
in trouble, * 

Beglan is known to the police and several 
officers who knew him said his death wasa 
good riadance. He had been arrested many 
times on charges of disorderly conduct and 
‘larceny. . 

Later in the afternoon a man giving the 
name of Patrick English was received at the

— He refused to give any plausible 
explenation of how it was received. English 
is also known in the vicinity where the affair 
took place and his reputation is said to be no 
better than that of Beglan.

HABEAS OORPUS PROOEEDIN

Judge Grosscup Decides to Take Up the 
Application After Other United States 
Judges Had Been Asked to Hear the 
Case and Had Refused—Assassin. Placed 
in the Cell Occupied by Higgins and 
Painter Before Execution—He Takes the 


Change Calmly. 

Last evening Judge Grosscup consented to 
hear at 10 o’clock this morning the applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus for the re- 
lease of Prendergast, condemned to hang to- 
morrow. Judge Seaman at Milwaukee and 
Judge Bunn at Madison were telegraphed 
yesterday and asked if they could hear the 
matter. Both declined, and Judge Grosscup 
finally agreed to consider the application. 

Judge Grosscup was too busy with other 
matters yesterday to take up the application. 
He suggested that another Federal Judge be 
summoned to hear the case. The application 
was made by Attorney S. S. Gregory when 
Judge Grosscup was engaged in hearing con- 
tested motions, and the Judge said that with 
the mass of business which he has on hand, 
including many pressing matters, it would be 
impossible for him to hear an argument on 
the application. . No other United States 
Judge was in the city and Judge Grosscup di- 
rected that teiegrams be sent to Judge Sea- 
man at Milwaukee and to Judge Bunn of the 
Western District of Wisconsin, who lives at 
Madison. 

Mr. Gregory filed a petition for the 
the United States Court. It is in the hame 
and bears the signature of Prendergast. It 
alleges that the petitioner is in the custody ot 
the Sheriff. of Cook County and under sen- 
tence of death in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no State shall deprive. any person 
of life, liberty, or property without due proc. 
ess of law. The petition states that the right 
to appear in his own behalf and to be heard 
was denied the petitioner. A Judge of the 
Criminal Court was allowed to testify 
at the trial of the petitioner as to 
his bearing and appearance when 
he was arraigned before him, and to express 
an opinion as to his sanity. The prisoner 
was thereby, the petition alleges, compelled to 
furnish evidence against himself. The jurors 
on the trial were aiso allowed to separate and 
mingle with the community, in violation of 
the common law and the fourteenth amend- 
ment. 


t in 


Substance of the Petition. 


The petition alleges as ground for interfer- 
ence by the Federal courts that at the last 
trial of the prisoner the court withdrew from 
the jury all consideration of the question as 
to whether he had killed the person for whose 
murder he had been indicted and told the jury 
that this was conceded, and that it was 
their duty to inquire only as to the petition- 
er's sanity. This, the petition alleges, was 
contrary to the fourteenth amendment. Ii 
was also set up that May 16, 1894. when the 
case was appealed to the State Supreme Court 
at Ottawa, a record of 1.500 pages was tiled, 
and the court would not permit oral argument, 
but compelled the attorneys to submit the 
case on briefs and without giving time to pre- 
pare an abstract of the record. This, it is 
claimed, was also contrary to the Constitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Gregory said that he and the other at- 
torneys for Prendergast had been informed 
of the suicide of a juror in the last trial of 
their client. The juror was William Steinke, 
who jumped from an excursion boat and 
drowned himself. ‘ 

It is stated,“ said Mr. Gregory, that the 
juror had become insane on account of finan- 
cial troubles, and while this will not have any 
bearing on the application made to the United 
. court it is excellent grounds for a new 
trial.“ 

Prendergast is growing sulky as the date 
of his execution approaches. Yesterday he 
refused to see the Rev. Father Barry of Holy 
Name Cathedral, announcing that he had 
nothing to cay.

Prendergast. Neither do I want any priests 
here. These people keep away from me until | 
they think the end is near, then they come 
around with their advice.

In the Cell of Death. 

Prendergast was taken from cell No. 22 in 
the Cook County Jail last evening to the lit- 
tle room just east of Jail Clerk Price’s office. 
Early in the afternoon Jailer Morris had the 
room scrubbed, a cot with clean, white linen 
placed in it, also a rocking-chair, « table, and 
other things to make the room comfortable. 
This is the same room in which George H. 
Painter and Thomas, alias Buff, Higgins, 
ww executed, passed their last hours on 
earth. 

Prendergast went to his new quarters with- 
outa word of opposition or comment. In 
the afternoon Jailer Morris had a talk with 
him and asked him if there was any one he 
would like to see today, offering to send for 
. relations or any one else he might ask 

or. 

No, there is no one I care to see,“ replied 
the condemned man, except my attorneys,“ 
he added. Tbey are the only ones who can 
do me any good now, and if any one of them 
calls show him in. I do not wish to see any 
one else and 1 do not desire to be bothered by 
callers.”’ 

The scaffold timbers will be iaspected this 
afternoon, and unless there is official inter- 
ference in the prisoner’s behalf the scaffold 
will be erected early this evening.

In an article that will appear in the forth- 
coming number of the Railway Age interest- 
ing facts and regarding receiverships 
and foreclosures for the first six months of 
this year are furnished. It appears that dur- 
ing the first half of 1894 ‘railway bankrupt- 


of the entire years in the country’s railroad 
history, though far less in respect to number 
of roads, mileage, and capital involved than 
the year 1893 and its immediate predecessor. 
During the last six months receivers ha ve 
been appointed for twenty-thres com- 
panies, owning 2,988 miles  of- road, 
and. representing bonded debt and 
capital stock uggregating $260,101,000. 
Adding these figures to those which made the 
extravagant record for 1898 it will be- found 
that in the last eighteen months ninety-seven 
railway companies, owning nearly 32,000 
miles of road and represents more than 
$2,000,000,000 in bonds and stock, have de- 
faulted and been placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers. The courts are now operating 152 
railway companies, with over 48,000 miles 
of road and representing capital to the amount 
of almost $2,500,000,000. 
The only gleam of light in this dark pict- 
ure comes from the discovery that the record 
of insolvency for the first half of this year is 
not so bad as ft was in the same period of 
1893, when the number of companies in- 
volved was twenty-seven, the mileage 5,282, 
and the capital $370,831,000, toward which 
the Philadelphia and Reading contributed 
1,173 miles and $193,000,000 of securities. 
The large totals for the last six months were 
due largely to the addition of three lines in- 
volved in the Santa F and Union Pacific fail- 
utes—namely: the Atlantic and ‘Pacific and

Oregon ilway and Navigation company, 
with its 1,059 miles of rail, besides 200 miles 
of steamboat lines, and its $46,700,000 of 
capital. The fact that the totals are se largely 
made up by a few great companies, which had

Mr. Hanford was Second Vice-President of 

the National Linseed Oil company, with offi- 

ces in the Old Colony Building, and was sup- 
posed to have been worth severai million dol- 
lars. 

For two months Mr. Hanford with his wife 
and daughter have occupied apartments in 


the Metropole. Tuesday night Mr. Hantord 


slept in a room adjoining that occupied by 
his wife and Miss Hanford. About 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning the younger woman found 
her father unconscious in his apartments. 

Hotel employés were notified, and Dr. 
Hale was soon in the room. He found a bul- 
let had penetrated the region of the heart and 
that death had resulted from shock and 
hemorrhage. Neither Miss Hanford nor her 
mother heard the shot tired, although Mr. 
Hanford was heard moying in his apartment, 
about 5:30 p’clock. It is thought he took 
his life shortly after this time. 

Mr. Hanford’s death surprised his friends 
and business associates. Tuesday he was at 
his desk in the Old Colony Building. Hie asso- 
ciates noticed nothing unusual in his manner. 
Tuesday night he talked with Landlord 
Miller of the Metropole, and dur. 
ing the day discussed plans for 
a seashore trip on which he intended 
starting yesterday morning. His business 
and family life seemed happy, and although 
his wife was an invalid her condition was not 
alarming. The family formerly lived at No. 
2008 Calumet avenue and owned a richly- 
furnished house at that number, where Mr, 
Hanford had a fine collection of paintings. 
Since last spring the residence 
closed. Mra, Hanford was absent for some 
time at a health resort and on her return 
joined her husband at the Metropole. 

Coroner’s Inquest Is Held. 

Deputy Coroner O’Brien held an inquest at 
the hotel at 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Miss Blanche Hanford, a daughter of ‘he 
dead man, was the first witness. She testified 
that it had been the custom of her father to 
open the dining-room door at 8:30 o’clock

served, Yesterday morning Mr. Hanford did 
not appear, and at 9 o’clock his daughter 
As she opened the door 
she discovered him lying on the floor, she 
said, and immediately notified her mother. 
She also sent at once for Dr. Hale. Miss 
Hanford said her father eg to be in his 
usual health and spirits when he retired Tues- 
day night. The witness added that for some 
time her father had been worried over busi- 
ness matters, but she never saw nor heard 
anything in his actsons or conversation that 
ere that her father contemplated sui- 
cide. 

Dr. Edwin M. Hale of No. 2200 Prairieave- 
nue testitied to having been called to Room 406 
in the Metropole Hotel at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning. He found Mr. Hanford lying dead 
on the floor and near his body a revolver, 
Blood had flowed from a wound in the left 
breast in the region of the heart and also from 
the mouth. It was the opinion of the phy- 
sician that Mr. Hanford had been dead two 
or three hours when found. The jury found 
that the, deceased came to his death from a 
pistol sb wound inflicted by himself with 
suicida ent. The revolver used is of 38 
caliber, the hammer being loose und requir- 
ing care in come. it. 

ears ago Mr. Hanford controlled the Han- 
ford Oil company, and at its head waged de- 
termined war against the Standard Oil com- 
pany, About five years ago he surrendered, 
and the great Rockefeller combine absorbed 
his business. He represented. the trust in 
Chicago for a time, but five yearsago became 
an officer of the National Lins Oil ‘com- 
pany, a position which he held at the time of 
his death. 

Mr. Hanford invested a deal of money a 
few years agoin an electric transit system 
which so far has not been generally adopted. 
Five years ago he sold out his stock in the 
Standard ‘Oil company on account of 
the legal attacks made upon the 
monopoly. With the money thus realized he 
helped fo form the National Linseed Oil com- 
pany. Of late years it is said he speculated 
frequently on the Board of Trade and for sev- 
eral months past the markets have gone 
against him. s 


His Wealth Put at a Million. 


Yesterday Mr. Hanford’s wealth was esti- 
mated ata million. In addition to his oil in- 
terests he had mines in Montana and Arizona. 
Much of his time was devoted to private en- 
terprise, and his associates in the Old Colony 
Building offices knew little of the 
exact condition of his affairs. It is, thought 
possible that the depression in price tor the 
last year may.have cost Mr, Hanford large 
sums of money. 

The National Linseed Oil company controls 
much of the trade in that product and handles 
the greater part of the Western linseed mills. 
Alexander Euston isits President and Thomas 
McCulloh its Secretary. It was rumored 
that a meeting ot the
